viceman. 


lf you r son was in service when his older brother 
died he may now a p p ly for and be granted an 
a d­ 
ministrative discharge. The regu lations concern- 
m9 assignments and discharge of sole su rviving 
sons was revised in December, 19 67. Any adm inis­ 
trative decision made p rior to this time shou ld be 
reviewed in the light of cu rrent p olicy. 
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Oven Roasting Beef 


Begin with a good roast. 
Place the roast fat side up on a 
rack in a shallow pan. (The rack 
is unnecessary if the roast is a 
standing rib and the bones are 
not cut or cracked.) Insert a 
roast beef thermometer into the 
center of the thickest portion of 
the meat, making certain that 
the point of the thermometer 
does not touch the bone. Do not 
add any moisture and do not 
cover. Place the roast in a slow 
oven of 325 degrees F. Roast 
until the meat thermometer 
indicates the roast is done the 
way you like it—140 degrees F. 
medium, 170 degrees well done. 
A rack keeps the meat up out 
of the juices and allows an even 
circulation of warm air around 
the roast to cook the meat 
uniformly. Of course beef rib 
roasts 
do 
not 
need 
racks 
because the rib bones, provided 
they are not cut or cracked, 
form a natural rack of their 
own. 
Bones are conductors of heat. 
And if the bulb of the meat 
thermometer touches a bone, 
you will not obtain an accurate 
reading 
of 
the 
internal 
temperature of the roast. 
A slow oven temperature of 
325 degrees F. for roasting beef, 
and other meats, too, produces 
more 
even 
cooking, 
less 
shrinkage 
and 
less 
oven 
s p a tte r in g 
th an 
h igh er 
temperatures. 
It was thought that searing a 
roast “ sealed in” the juices. 
Research has proved this to be 
false. 
Actually, 
the 
high 
temperature used to brown the 
roast draws out the juices so 
you have a greater cooking 
shrinkage. Cooking a roast in a 
slow oven of 325 degrees F. will 
produce a beautifully browned, 
tender roast to carve and serve. 
You can add the seasonings 
before you cook the roast. You 
won t forget them that way. Or 
you 
can season the cooked 
roast. 
The flavoring of the 
seasonings will penetrate only 
Vs inch into the meat either 
way. 
If leftover roast is still warm, 
cook 
it 
uncovered 
in 
the 
refrigerator, 
then 
wrap 
the 
cooled roast loosely to prevent 
drying, and keep it in the 
refrigerator. Use the roast beef 
in one to two days to enjoy the 
best eating qualities.

Patrol Says 
Youth Dies 
At Offices 


ROLLA. Mo. (AP) - The Mis­ 
souri Highway Patrol office here 
Saturday reported that David T. 
Givens. 16, of Kansas City shot 
and killed himself in the drive­ 
way of the patrol office. 
The patrol said Givens and 
two other teen-agers were being 
brought to the office for ques­ 
tioning 
after 
their car was 
stopped in a routine checkup 
near St. James, about ll miles 
east of Rolla. At the time the 
boys were picked up. it was not 
known they were driving a sto­ 
len car because of a breakdown 
in the patrol’s computer. 
Police in Kansas City report­ 
ed the car belonged to Gerald 
FL Dalen, owner of the Dalen 
Italian Sausage Co. 


Dalen had reported he was 
abducted outside his business 
and forced at gunpoint to drive 
around Kansas City for two 
hours Friday night. He was re­ 
leased at Riverfront Park and 
the youths took his wallet con­ 
taining $27 and his wedding 
ring.

Reverse Conviction 
For Huey Newton 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 
The California Court of Appeals 
has 
reversed 
the 
voluntary 
manslaughter 
conviction 
of 
Black Panther cofounder Huey 
P. Newton. One of his attorneys 
says Newton may be out on bail 
soon. 
A spokesman for the state at­ 
torney general said the state 
probably will ask for a rehear­ 
ing on the decision, handed 
down by the three-judge panel 
late Friday. 
The panel ruled that the judge 
who tried Newton, convicted in 
September 1968 of killing an 
Oakland policeman, failed to 
give proper instructions to the 
jury. 
Newton, now 28. is serving a 
2- to 15-year sentence at the Cali­ 
fornia Men s Colony at San 
Luis UDispo. i nere. ne lorn a re­ 
porter Friday, he is kept in soli­ 
tary confinement except for 
meals. He refuses to work, 
claiming he is a political prison­ 
er. 
He has been denied bail or pa­ 
role during his appeal, but one 
of his attorneys. F'ay Stender. 
said after the decision Friday: 
"W e think he ll be out on bail 
quite soon. 
The unanimous. 51-page deci­ 
sion was returned by Justices 
Joseph Rattigan. Preston De- 
vine and Winslow Christian. 
It assigned several errors to 
Alameda County Superior Court 
Judge Monroe Friedman, who 
presided at Newton s trial, but 
said FYiedman's failure to in­ 
struct the jury on one issue 
alone was prejudicial error vio­ 
lating Newton’s constitutional 
right to a fair trial 
This 
issue stemmed 
from 
Newton's testimony that he was 
the first victim of the shooting 
affray, was unconscious, and 
did not know who shot officer 
John F’rey to death before dawn 
on Oct. 28. 1967. 
Newton was charged with 
shooting Prey five times, and 
w o u n d i n g officer Herbert 
Heanes after Prey stopped New­ 
ton as he drove along an Oak­ 
land 
street 
Heanes arrived 
shortly 
after 
Newton 
was 
stopped. 


The court said despite con­ 
flicting and confusing evidence 
as to who shot whom and when, 
some evidence supported New­ 
ton's claim that he was the first 
to be shot. He was wounded in 
the abdomen, and during the 
trial a doctor testified that New­ 
ton's story was compatible with 
his wound. 
The appeal court said the trial 
judge erred in not instructing 
the jury that unconsciousness 
could be a complete defense to a 
charge of criminal homicide.

died he may now apply for and be granted an a d ­ 
ministrative discharge. The regulations concern- 
ing assignments and discharge of sole surviving 
sons was revised in December, 196 7 . Any adminis­ 
trative decision made prior to this time should be 
reviewed in the light of current policy.

Begin with a good roast.. 
Place the roast fat side up on a 
rack in .a shallow pan. (The rack 
* is unnecessary if the roast is a 
standing rib and the bones are 
not cut or cracked.) Insert a 
roast beef thermometer into the 
center of the thickest portion of 
the meat, making certain that 
the point of the thermometer 
does not touch the bone. Do not 
add any moisture and do not 
cover. Place the roast in a slow 
oven of 325 degrees F. Roast 
until the meat thermometer 
indicates the roast is done the 
way you like it—140 degrees F. 
medium. 170 degrees well done. 
A rack keeps the meat up out 
of the juices and allows an even 
circulation of warm air around 
the roast to cook the meat 
uniformly. Of course beef rib

because the rib bones, provided 
they are not cut or cracked, 
form a natural rack of their 
own.

A slow oven temperature of 
325 degrees F. for roasting beef, 
and other meats, too, produces

than 
higher 
temperatures. 
It was thought that searing a 
roast “ sealed in” the juices. 
Research has proved this to be 
false. 
Actually, 
the 
high 
temperature used to brown the 
roast draws out the juices so 
you have a greater cooking 
shrinkage. Cooking a roast in a 
slow oven of 325 degrees F. will 
produce a beautifully browned, 
tender roast to carve and serve. 
You can add the seasonings 
before you cook the roast. You 
won t forget them that way. Or 
you can season the cooked 
roast.

Enjoy them while they are 
available.

strawberry 
season is far too short and is

unpredictable.

situation can change daily. 
Strawberries are vitamin C 
rich. A handful direct from the 
patch or one cup will supply a 
man more than his entire daily 
need for vitamin C or about the 
same as a 6 ounce glass of 
orange juice. Frozen berries 
properly handled and stored 
have much of the original 
vitamin C. 
Prepare 
strawberries 
just 
before serving. Wash gently and 
quickly in cold water. Lift 
lightly from the water with 
fingers as strainers, letting the 
sand and dirt stay in the bowl. 
Do not pour water on the 
berries. Remove caps after the 
berries are clean and fairly dry.

After more 
than a year of extensive use 
around 
the 
country, 
we've 
heard 
many 
claims 
and 
counterclaims.

allergies: 
"W e

exposed to large amounts of 
enzyme dust come in with fairly 
serious respiratory problems."

complaints of skin rashes. 
But before you hit the panic 
button.

Norman quickly 
adds: "W e don't know of any 
well-documented case where a 
housewife or member of her

exposure 
effect but. to date, nobody has 
any solid evidence to support 
this theory. 
Dr. Philip Handler, president 
of the National Academy of 
Science and a nationally known 
biochemist and enzyme expert 
from Duke University, says: 
"Enzymes aren't magic, they 
aren't alive and they can't do 
serious 
damage 
in 
normal 
household use."

manufacturers, it seems, would 
like us to believe that enzymes 
are magic. "An enzyme." Dr. 
Handler says, "is a chemical 
reactant, a catalyst which, when 
united with a protein (such as 
blood or food stains), breaks 
down the protein so it can be 
washed away. 
Claiming he is no "laundry 
expert." Dr. Handler skillfully 
avoids questions on whether 
enzymes used in detergents are 
more effective 
than 
regular 
detergent or soap washes. 
Professional laundrymen and 
dry cleaners, on the other hand. 
are

to

enzymes in the wash. "Some of 
the claims on TV are sort of

B ER K ELEY ,

Gov ernor 
Ronald Reagan told the American Society of 
Newsp ap er Editors that the rev olt on the camp uses 
in this country might be the work of a consp iracy . 
His p recise words were: “ Is this just a ferm ent of 
y outh'.’ Are these y oung p eop le just showing their 
idealism? Or is it p ossible that there is a p lot 
inv olv ed? Is it p ossible that some p eop le set out 
sev eral y ears ago to make this hap p en0" 
Roger W. Hev ns. Chancellor of Univ ersity of 
California Berkeley , in his remarks said that in 
y ears to come we may realize that it was better to 
hav e rev olts on the camp uses rather than in some 
other p laces which might hav e been ev en m ore 
disastrous. 
Sev eral other Californians addressed the editors 
on such 
subjects as the state's growth and 
p op ulation, its smog and its p olitics. 
The most scholarly and the most discussed 
sp eaker was Professor Edwin O. Reischauer of 
Harv ard, former Ambassador to Jap an. He was 
introduced by p ublisher Barry Bingham of the 
Louisv ille (Ky .i Courier Journal and Times. The 
Professor suggested that in the future Jap an might 
ev en surp ass Russia and the United States as a 
world leader. He rather facetiously rem arked that 
he married his wife because he lov ed her and not 
just because she was Jap anese. 
Secretary of the Interior Walter J. Hickel. who 
was sup p osed to talk on conserv ation and ecology , 
made a great hit when asked to talk about the letter 
he had written President Nix on stating that the 
administration was turning its back on y outh and 
thereby contributing to the crisis in this country ’. 
“ Some think the crisis is just on our camp uses. But 
let 
m e ask. 
Are student 
dem onstrations 
the 
disease0 Or are they the sy m p tom ?” said the 
Secretary . 
Some p leasant div ersions of the Editors' meeting 
were the San Francisco Bay cruise and the 
recep tion at Goodmans. Jack London Square. 
Oakland and a bus trip across the Golden Gate 
Bridge to Marin County . Other fun ex p eriences 
were the cable car trip s to Ghirardelli Square with 
its comp lex of shop s, galleries and restaurants that 
are housed in former chocolate, sp ice, coffee, 
woolen works ov erlooking Aquatic Park Lagoon. 
All of this is p ractically nex t door to Fisherm an's 
Wharf. 
A two-day visit to Carmel-by -the-Sea p rov ed the 
endurance of the scenic beauty and the quaintness 
of that resort and artist colony 
Dinner at the 
famous Highlands Inn w’lth its v iew of Point Lobos 
and the lone cy p ress tree p rov ed again that the 
p rice of the dinner was worth the v iew and the 
atmosp here, not the meal itself.

declined 47 per cent and pull­ 
man revenue dropped 75 per 
cent 
IGC Examiner Messer deter­ 
mined that pullman car space 
on the Sunset Limited was 81.8 
per cent filled when the sleepers 
were dropped 
“ Considering that the airlines 
and intercity bus lines operate 
with mean load factors of 58 to 
40 per cent respectively.” he 
wrote, “ it is near impossible to 
understand why the Southern 
Pacific discontinued the last 
sleeping car on the trains with a 
load factor of 81.8 per cent, un­ 
less it was to get rid of com­ 
plaining passengers." 
F’or years, railroads claimed 
losses of about $500 million a 
year on passenger service. But 
after a 1968 congressionally or­ 
dered IGC study, they scaled 


down their loss estimates. And 
the Senate Commerce Commit­ 
tee says the $200 million figure 
they now cite is still too high. 
“ Using the ICC figures ... it 
can reasonably be estimated 
that cash savings for all rail­ 
roads. were they to end all pas­ 
senger service, would have been 
$138 million in 1968.” the com­ 
mittee reported. 
Railroads have argued, too.

passenger train losses. 
ICC examiner Messer noted 
congressional testimony by Post 
Office officials that in the last 15 
years alone, seven of every ten 
passenger trains dropped by the 
railroads were still carrying 
mail at the time they were 
discontinued 
in other words.” he said, 
“ mail as well as passengers 
were left standing on the plat­ 
form in 70 per cent of all train 
discontinuances.” 
The debate over passenger 
service—unlike the trains them­ 
selves—shows no signs of slow­ 
ing. 
Railroad executives are al­ 
most philosophical about it.

wedded life. 
And in the case of an engaged cou­ 
ple, a perplexed young man unburd­ 
ens to a marriage counselor: “Sure, 
we’re in love, but Betty and I really 
have little in common.” 
Such situations, of course, are fa­ 
miliar. In the prevailing American 
mythology, the main—and often the 
only—factor in choosing a mate is 
falling in love.” Love is here to stay, 
and marriage counselors still vote 
it as a prime essential. 
“But the glorification of romantic 
love is being de-emphasized,” con­ 
tends Dr. Aron Krich, a psychologist 
specializing in marriage counseling, 
and co-author of “Man and Wife.” 
Of late, social scientists have been 
stressing the basic importance of 
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such practical considerations as per­ 
sonality traits and attitudes. Serious 
college youth, particularly, are re­ 
porting an increasing regard for 
these values before marriage. 
For young people, as well as for 
those contemplating remarriage and 
the already married, a predictive 
guide could provide helpful insights 
to the chances for success. 
What psychologists and sociolo­ 
gists, based on many surveys and 
studies, consider significant elements 
most likely to affect marital success 
have been neatly summed up by Dr. 
Gerald Albert, director of counseling 
services at C. W. Post College of 
Long Island University. Here are 
favorable and unfavorable compo­ 
nents to bear in mind in forecasting 
your marriage’s chances: 
I. 
Childhood experiences. If 
your parents were happily married 
(thereby setting a good example), 
discipline was firm, and your early sex 
questions were answered openly and 
accurately, these are positive por­ 


tents for your own marriage. Chances 
are negative if you had a too-strong 
preference for one parent, mistrusted 
others in your family, and had major 
conflicts. 
“When a young man or woman,” 
comments Dr. Albert, “holds on to 
childhood relationships with parents 
too long, his mate will resent his not 
giving fully to their marriage. In my 
practice, I’ve seen it with men who 
are still called ‘Sonny’ or women 
called ‘Baby’ by their parents.” 
2. 
Duration of courtship. It’s 
best if the partners have known each 
other for at least a year and enjoyed 
spending leisure time together in 
such home-oriented activities as lis­ 
tening to music and church-going. 
The odds are against them when ei­ 
ther can’t confide completely in the 
other, can’t express their affection, 
or feel disturbed by the other’s atti­ 
tudes or beliefs. Too short a court­ 
ship (or engagement) reduces the 
chances that discordant problems will 
be discovered in time. 


3. Age and education. General­ 
ly, education works in favor of a high 
matrimonial score. When the wed­ 
ding cake is cut too early—the man 
younger than 21 and the girl under 
19—and they have less than a high­ 
school education, immaturity makes 
them less capable of tolerating frus­ 
trations and shortcomings. 
4. Premarital sex. A good mar­ 
riage can be forecast when there is at 
least a moderately active premarital 
interest in sex and an absence of 
extreme modesty or inhibitions. Ac­ 
cording to surveys decades ago, hav­ 
ing sexual relations before marriage 
was found to be unpromising, though 
less so for men than for women. Ap­ 
parently this was not deemed sig­ 
nificant in cases where the couple 
married ultimately. 
However, Dr. Krich observes that 
the Pill has brought a big change 
in sexual morality. “Now many young 
people living together—the ‘unmar­ 
ried marrieds’—have more time to 
know each other intimately before

legal marriage. And they look to oth­ 
er reasons, besides sex, in selecting 
a mate.” 
5. M otivation for m arriage. Al­ 
though one of the chief reasons for 
wedlock, sexual gratification, has 
been weakened by liberal use of the 
Pill, sex is still a primary influ­ 
ence. Other motivating forces for a 
good marriage are present when both 
partners’ “friendship-love” is sound­ 
ly based, they want children, and 
yearn for a home of their own. Storm 
warnings: getting married because 
of loneliness or an urge to escape 
from parental pressures at home. 
6. Conventionality. Where boy 
meets girl seems to be significant. If 
you have met originally at the home 
of a friend or at school, that’s an ad­ 
vantage. The pick-up route is pre­ 
sumed to be detrimental. By and 
large, a wedding performed by a 
clergyman offers a brighter future 
than a routine civil ceremony. 
7. Personality. Results of a re­ 
cent “temperament survey” of groups 
of married couples by Canadian psy­ 
chologists produced consistent evi­ 
dence that similarity of traits is 
related to marital adjustment. Gener­ 
ally, they found, serenely married 
couples are more or less alike in their 
drive, energy, and productivity. 
Moreover, you are an excellent can­ 
didate for a fortunate marriage if 
you re capable of assuming responsi­ 
bility, make decisions easily, can 
yield when shown you are .wrong, are 
aware of your partner’s feeling, and 
have an optimistic outlook—particu­ 
larly a sense of humor. On the other 
hand, your marital future may be 
bleak if you are quick-tempered, 
extremely worrisome, domineering, 
needlessly jealous, and unstable. 
8. Backgrounds. Bride and groom 
can look forward to making the grade 
when they have a similar religion 
and schooling, come from comparable 
neighborhoods, and have been accus­ 
tomed to about the same standards of 
living. 
9. Money. Financial squabbles are 
notorious as causes of divorce. The 
couple should be able to agree on 
questions of spending and saving. 
10. _ In-laws. When both partners 
like both sets of in-laws, that’s a plus. 
It also helps considerably if parents 
approve the match. 
11. Values and attitudes. The 
odds are with you when you can 
agree on how to rear children, have 
friends in common, and think alike 


about neatness (or lack of it) in the 
home. 
Just how valid are these predictive 
factors? Some reservations are ex­ 
pressed by Dr. Paul Vahanian, a lead­ 
ing marriage counselor 
and 
co­ 
ordinator of marriage and family 
counselor training at Columbia Uni­ 
versity’s Teachers College. 
“To predict, with comfortable ac­ 
curacy, how a marriage will develop,” 
he points out, “tests based on homog­ 
enous characteristics should be re­ 
fined. We have to know the psy­ 
chological dynamics—how the two 
people react to each other.” 
Dr. Vahanian cites the case of Bill, 
25, and Martha, 23, both college-edu­ 
cated, whose middle-class families 
are of the same religion. Looking at 
them, one would appraise the couple 
as nice, clean-cut, all-American. On 
paper, their matrimonial prospects 
appear rosy. But in premarital coun­ 
seling Bill revealed a hang-up about 
going only to the most expensive res­ 
taurants. In contrast, Martha is a 
frugal person. 
"In this c ase /' says Dr. Vahanian, 
“much depends on how the couple 
can cope with each other’s values. 
Money is symbolic of an underlying 
conflict over emotional security. If, 
after marriage, Bill reacts negatively 
to Martha’s attitude, I can foresee 
trouble. The big question is, how 
deeply motivated will, they be to stay 
together?” 
In Dr. Krich’s judgment, much 
can be learned from the indicative 
factors. All of them, he believes, 
should be checked off. But some, such 
as early-childhood experiences, are 
crucial, usually emerging in many 
aspects of the relationship. A young 
woman, for example, who had been 
treated by her parents as a “prin­ 
cess” may want her husband to treat 
her the same way, and he could rebel. 
“Many people,” says Dr. Krich, 
“try to find in marriage fulfillment 
of what was pleasant in early life or 
to undo an unhappy childhood. They 
hope the mate chosen will gratify 
these imprinted early needs. But the 
partner may not feel comfortable 
with such demands. A process of self- 
examination is imperative.” 
Obviously, we all can think of ex­ 
ceptions to the “rules” laid down. 
Marriages have triumphed over pa­ 
rental disapproval. Brief courtships 
have resulted in solid unions. So have 
a number of marriages which oc­ 
curred in the teens. 


The key,” Dr. Vahanian com­ 
ments, 
is how far they are com­ 
mitted, how deeply involved.” 
A glaring exception to the rules 
was the marriage of Joe and Phyllis, 
who came to Dr. Gerald Albert for 
counseling. She holds a master’s de­ 
gree, and her father is a successful 
lawyer. Joe, who had never gone be­ 
yond high school, managed a small 
retail store. Ordinarily, one would 
prophesy that their marriage would 
founder—and in fact it almost did. 
But after counseling, Joe decided to 
go into a more “respectable” business 
which would give his wife the social 
status she sought. 
"H ere, the compelling desire to 
make the marriage work,” says Dr. 
Albert, “overcame what seemed to be 
a major handicap.” 
Social scientists agree that trends 
away from hitherto accepted norms 
are becoming more and more appar­ 
ent. In recent years, the marital cli­ 
mate has been changing to the extent 
that young people are more tolerant 
toward differences in background and 
temperament. In the matter of cross­ 
ing religious lines, parental fears 
that they will “lose” a son or daugh­ 
ter still remain. However, as Dr. Va­ 
hanian puts it, “the new generation 
is less uptight about it today.” 
Conceivably, women’s liberation 
movements may affect reasons for 
wedlock and alter the nature of mar­ 
riage. The role of each mate could 
become blurred, so that the male 
may no longer reign as head of the 
household. 
From tho caseloads of marriage 
counselors, a tendency emerges today 
for longer courtships. “Certain young 
people feel they don’t have to get 
married to have sex relations,” re­ 
marks one counselor. “Living togeth­ 
er and waking up in the same room, 
they have a chance to experience life 
together as though the nuptial knot 
had been legally tied. They are more 
concerned about their relationship, 
and, by trying out this kind of ‘mar­ 
riage,’ they get to learn about each 
other intimately.” 
Whether it is during this type of 
testing-out or the more conventional 
dating period—or after you have 
been married a while—encountering 
several unfavorable factors does not 
mean your marriage is doomed. 
“There can be a lot of things 
wrong,” says Dr Vahanian, “but if 
you have enough positive input— 
enough feeling for each other, and 


motivation to get or stay married— 
it is possible to make a go of it. By 
input I mean such remarks as ‘we 
have a lot of good times together’ or 
‘I like him, he's such a nice guy.’ 
There must be enough positives to 
outweigh the negatives.” 
The very fact that you recognize 
in yourself a discordant quality 
among 
those 
listed 
should 
help 
achieve harmony in your marriage. 
Specifically, awareness that you fly 
off the handle too easily should alert 
you to the need for control. 
All marriage experts agree that 
free communication between mates 
or fiances is essential in overcoming 
unfavorable factors. 
“To avoid being strangers,” ad­ 
vises Dr. Vahanian, “it is very im­ 
portant to be open with each other. 
This applies to finances, family plan­ 
ning, decision-making, and resolving 
of conflicts. 
“Explore your similarities and dis­ 
similarities. Frankly ask yourselves: 
To. what extent are you in tune sexu­ 
ally? Do your life styles rub each 
other the wrong way—or can they be 
made compatible? Are you willing to 
have faith in each other, to be emo­ 
tionally dependent on your spouse at 
times without feeling weak or vul­ 
nerable? Remember, for a meaning­ 
ful relationship, every couple needs 
time to grow together. That means 
patience, fortitude, and enough ma­ 
turity to withstand frustrations.” 
Suppose a couple finds several ad­ 
verse elements that seem insur­ 
mountable? There is still a chance 
for marital success through premar­ 
ital or after-marriage counseling. 
With professional help, you can both 
explore and come to understand what 
you expect of your partner and mar­ 
riage. You can discover not only 
what is wrong (the liabilities) but 
what is right—the assets of your 
marriage. Counseling gives you the 
opportunity to be forthright with 
yourself and your mate. 
For guidance, you can go to your 
minister, doctor, or a case-worker in 
a social agency. More than half of 
the cases handled by member agencies 
of the Family Service Association of 
America are marital problems. Prob­ 
ably there’s a marriage-counseling 
center in your community. For the 
name of an accredited professional 
counselor in your area, write to the 
American Association of Marriage

N a race track blurred by 
speed, dust, and oil 
smoke, a d riv e r g a in s a 
strangely calm perspective 
when he suddenly knows he 
is about to wreck a $100,000 
car traveling at 150 mph. 
Jim Hall, the 1964 U.S. Road-Rac­ 
ing champion, serious contender in 
countless other races, and developer 
of the unique Chaparral racing car, 
discovered this twice over the past 
18 months. He had two serious acci­ 
dents that nearly killed him. 
Jim is now racing again. He has 
committed himself to a grueling 
schedule. On June 14, he will run his 
2J Chaparral at Mosport Park in 
Canada for the start of the Canadian- 
American Challenge Cup series. He 
is currently racing Chevrolet Ca­ 
mano in the Trans-Am series. 
Hall's first wreck took place in the 
last race of the 1968 Can-Am series, 
the Stardust Grand Prix in Las 
Vegas. Jim had l l laps to run, and 
he was charging to make up time 
lost in an early pit stop. He was 
sliding through a turn at 150 mph, 
when the car in front, a McLaren- 
Chevy, snapped its front suspension 
and slowed. Hall's car plowed into 
it and began to disintegrate. 
“ I knew exactly what was happen­ 
ing, and my only thought was to hold 
tight to the wheel,” Jim recalls. 
Hall was cut loose from the totally 
demolished racing car just as it 
caught fire. At the hospital, the doc­ 
tors found he had broken both legs. 
Hall spent nine weeks in the hos­ 
pital in his home town of Midland, 
Texas. The doctors wondered whether 
he would walk again without a cane 
or crutches. But Hall, like most top 
racers, has a stuoborn streak. 
He immediately launched himself 
into a strenuous program of physi­ 
cal therapy and exercise. By late 


spring of 1969, he was back in Mid­ 
land and supervising the activities 
of the Chaparral racing team. By 
October, he was testing. 
Then came accident number two. 
He was running the car through a 
fast turn at Rattlesnake Raceway, a 
two-mile test track, when a hose con­ 
nection on the engine behind the 
cockpit broke. Scalding, 200° F. wa­ 
ter spurted into the car. Jim found 
himself in a pool of boiling water. 
Ignoring the pain, Jim braked and 
steered while arching his body off 
the seat. By the time he could dive 
out of the car, he had suffered second- 
and third-degree burns. 
W hile all this was going on, the 
Chaparral was being beaten in the 
1969 Can-Am series by the superbly 
designed and prepared McLaren ma­ 
chines driven by Bruce McLaren and 
Denny Hulme from New Zealand. 
By the end of 1969, Jim Hall had 
some serious thinking to do. His 
revolutionary automatic-transmission 
racing car, which had burned up the 
tracks of the U.S., Canada, and Eu­ 
rope in the mid 1960s, was now hope­ 
lessly outclassed by the McLaren ma­ 
chines. The Chaparrals in 1967 were 
mediocre and by 1969 a total fiasco. 
But Jim made it clear he wasn’t 
about to give up racing. He talked 
over his plans with his wife Sandy 
and then announced to the press that 
he would definitely be back in the 
Can-Am series with a new car de­ 
sign, the 2J, for 1970. 
Former racing champion Sterling 
Moss, who now is the racing director 
for Johnson Wax, a sponsor of Can- 
Am, says of Hall: “There is one 
thing that is absolutely essential [in 
racing]—the intense desire to win.” 
Jim Hall confirms that. 
He adds almost irritably. “ I just 
know there has to be more fun in 
this racing business than sitting be­ 
hind a desk. Fun is out on a track!”
